ARTICHOKES 


CULTURE.—Sow in April and May in rich soil and transplant to permanent beds the next spring, in hills three 
feet apart each way, with three plants to a hill. A rich, deep loam is required and plenty of moisture. 

The Globe Artichoke is cultivated for its flowerheads, which are cooked like ASparagus. On account of its hardi- 
ness, easy culture and perennial nature, plants will remain in bearing a long time.

CULTURE.—Sow early in spring in drills two inches deep, rows one foot 
apart; keep clear from weeds by frequent weeding. One ounce of seed will pro- 
duce about 400 plants; 10,000 plants required per acre. When one or two years 
old transplant into permanent beds, which should be made rich by plenty of ma- 
nure. The perfection of the shoots depends mainly upon the favorable condition 
of the soil. Set the plants in rows about one and one-half feet apart and three 
feet between rows, with crown of the root three inches below the surface. Every 
fall remove the stalks and apply a good dressing of manure, which it would be 
well to stir in the following spring with a liberal dressing of fine salt.

The best fertilizers are those of a 
dry and absorbent nature, as plaster, lime, superphosphate of lime and bone dust. For wet soils these are particularly 
beneficial, as they not'only promote growth, but prevent disease. Plant as early in spring as the ground can be had in 
fair working order, in hills or ridges three feet apart, covering in light, warm soils about four inches deep, but in cold, 
wet situations two and one-half or three inches will be sufficient.
